CHARGE PLAN 
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This year the State Legislature will meet and com¬ 
mence enacting new laws for the State of California. 

In the previous issues you have reod about some 
of the concerns of CSO and in particular that of the 
Pension Bill. This bill, if put into law, would pro¬ 
vide pensions for aliens who have lived in the State 
for a long period of time. This bill would in effect, 
give pensions to those persons who reach the age of 
65, if they are citizens or not. The CSO is at the 
present distributing petitions for those who wish to 
support such a measure. Thirty-eight other states 
provide this time of assistance, California not being 
one of them. 

On January 24, the citizens of San Jose will go 
to the polls to vote in a special tax election. 

The voters will vote on whether they want to in¬ 
crease the tax $1.94 for each $100 assessed valuation. 

According to a citizens committee which has re¬ 
commended this tax increase, the money is needed 
for maintenance, salary increases, and the hiring of 
new teachers. One of the arguments put forth for the 
tax increase is that of attracting the best teachers to 
the schools in San Jose. According to the committee, 
the minimum starting salary for a teacher in the San 
Jose Unified School District is $4, 600 whereas at 
Fremont it is $5, 200, Los Gatos $5, 200, Santa Clara 
and Mountain View $4, 850 and the Eastside is $4, 800. 
According to the report the most a teacher can get in 
salary is lower than any of the above districts. 

Many have asked about the schools involved. The 
San Jose Unified School District involves such schools 
as San Jose High, Peter Burnett Jr. High, Roosevelt 
Jr. High, Lincoln High School, Wilson Jr. High, 
Willow Glen High School, Gardner, Ann Darling, 
and of course many others. The space does not per¬ 
mit that we mention all the schools but the above list 
is indicative of who will be affected by the special 
tax election. 

In years past as in the present, the CSO urges all 
the voters to be sure to go to the polls on January 24. 
It is important that you vote. You are the one who 
decides the issues and you are the ones who decide 
what you want in the schools. We in CSO urge all 
of you to go out and vote. 

One of CSO concerns over the years has been the 
guidance services offered in the schools throughout 
the entire area. We who especially interested in ed¬ 
ucation for the youth of Mexican ancestry. What we 
mean here is the service offered in terms of counsell¬ 
ing at the schools. We feel that many boys and girls 



will go further along in life if adequate counselling 
is offered at the schools. This means that the schools 
must provide specially trained persons who will offer 
assistance to students in determining what they can 
best do in school to outfit them for jobs when they 
leave school. 

Perhaps the writer might be criticized for the foll¬ 
owing but I do want to report the results of a study 
made by the Laboratory on Urban Culture of Occiden¬ 
tal College. They studied the records of all 2, 031 
students who attended three major high schools in Los 
Angeles. Although the study was not intended to deal 
only with the Mexican-American education, the re¬ 
sults sharply emphasized that the Mexican-American 
has the LOWEST EDUCATION LEVEL of any group in 
THAT community. 

While the population as a whole has 12 grades 
completed, the Mexican-American has slightly more 
than 8. While the rest of the community has 8.08% 
of its people who have completed 4 years of college 
or more, only 1.9 % of our people go through college. 

Less than TWO PERCENT of our people are in the 
ranksof the PROFESSIONAL and TECHNICAL workers. 

According to the study, three-fourths of Mexican 
American students drop out of school after they reach 
the age of 17. The greatest number drop out of school 
at the tenth grade. Mexican-American students seem¬ 
ed to drop out of school in those schools where they 
formed a LARGER part of the student body! 

What has been written above, as mentioned were 
the results of a study in Los Angeles in 1955-57. It is 
felt that guidance services should be strengthened in 
the schools in order to provide the student with a 
greatest opportunity to achieve athis or her own level. 

We have not been able to give you all the pros as 
given by the Citizens committee for your support or 
your vote in theutomirig election, as space does not 
permit. We did however want to bring this to your 
attention. WE SHOULD ALL VOTE. 

Your decision at the polls will decide the issue. 

You are being asked to approve a maximum dis¬ 
trict tax of $3.94. 

The tax will DROP to $2.00 for each $100 assessed 
valuation if this tax override is NOT approved. 

The committee indicates it needs the money to se¬ 
cure better teachers, hire new ones, keep smaller 
number of students in the classroom and to better main¬ 
tain the schools.
